This year marks the 10th anniversary of 
ever-popular local ska/reggae/rocksteady 
band INTENSIFIED and here we print the 
final instalment of our year-by-year 


account of the story so far. 
1 99 A quiet year for gigs began 
with another appearance 
at Rye Community Centre, followed by 
London appearances at the Borderline in 
Chari:ng Cross Road and the George IV 
in Brixton. Arguably the band’s biggest gig 
to date was to follow during July as they 
headed back to Cologne for the Reggae 
Summer Jam, Europe’s biggest reggae 
festival which also included performances 
from the likes of JIMMY CLIFF, DENNIS 
BROWN and SKATALITES. Sharing 
breakfast at the hotel in such company 
was quite an experience the next 
morning. The band were back in Germany 
later that summer to play at a ska festival 
in Hannover with DR RING-DING & THE 
SENIOR ALLSTARS, THE HOTKNIVES, 
MR REVIEW and THE TOASTERS. 
September was to bring two gigs in one 
day as they played the Kent Ska Festival 
at the Beacon Court in Gillingham and 
then returned to Folkestone to play ata 
wedding reception later that night. The 
Bullingdon Arms in Oxford — where AJ 
and Karl now lived — was to provide a 
welcome addition to the list of their 
regular venues to play and their biggest 
London gig to date saw them support 
HEPCAT at the US band’s first capital 
date at the Garage in Highbury & 
Islington. For the third year running the 
band’s Christmas gig took place in 
Ashford as the played the Stour Centre 
again. 


1 99 The year begins with more 

dates with HEPCAT, first 
back at the Garage in London and then at 
the legendary Melkweg in Amsterdam, the 
latter also with THE TOASTERS. Just 
over the Sussex border is now becoming 
something of a stronghold as the band go 
down very well again at the Rye 
Community Centre and then go down a 
storm at the Black Horse Festival in 
Telham. They’re an ideal band or outdoor 
style events and the Charivari carnival at 
the Leas bandstand provides another 
classic afternoon/evening, this time in the 
company of an authentic Zulu choir. The 
summer sees another date at the 
Bullingdon Arms in Oxford. And then it’s 
an 8-date tour of Germany and 
Switzerland to promote the new 
“Faceman Sound” album on Grover 
Records, with label mates SKA TREK 
playing the Hamburg and Berlin dates. 
The tour is the band’s biggest undertaking 
yet and the album gets rave reviews in 
Metal Hammer, Record Collector and 
Scootering magazines. They even get 
good write ups in the folk press which 
highlights their broad appeal. The year’s 
last date sees them at the Camden 
Underworld in London with BOOMER and 
THE STARLITE JUNKEES. “Glamour 
Girls” is released as a single on Black 
Pearl.

200 A quick jaunt up to 

Newbury is followed by 
another flight -this time to Switzerland for 
the Big Bamboo Festival in Basel with the 
excellent KALLES KAVIAR. The band re- 
appear at the Black Horse Festival in 
Telham and are over the Sussex border 
again for the Hope Festival. It’s back to 
Belgium for a tour of the brewery and an 
outdoor gig in Hooegarden and then it’s a 
marquee in Hannover as the summer 
festival season kicks in. INTENSIFIED 
re-appear at the Charivari bash — this 
year at the Leas amphitheatre — and 
finally make their debut on the Sunday of 
the Create Festival in Ashford’s Victoria 
Park. The latter two gigs are notable for 
the appearance of female backing vocalist 
Katie on a couple of songs which give the 
band a potential new string to their bow. 
Their 10th anniversary party at Stripes 
Club in Folkestone was a memorable 
night with re-appearances from both 
Shaun Joyce and Tom Hodges and 
people coming over from both Belgium 
and Germany. The band have recorded a 
couple of new songs with Katie which 
should be out next year— and there’s 
plenty more in the tank with more 
European dates and, hopefully, their first 
gigs in the United States of America also 
in the pipeline. Here’s to the next ten 
years...
